considerable am ount of blight has 
also developed. 
“We have received late samples 
of wheat from Minnesota, North 
and South Dakota, showing black 
rust. On some of these, the leaves 
are infected, while on others, rust 
appears 
on 
the stem. 
lit a few 
places in South Dakota and Min­ 
nesota, wheat shows some dam­ 
age, but with a continuation of the 
present weather, would probably 
m ature rapidly and escape any se- 
ige b 
vere damage by rust. 
“The general crop conditions in 
Minnesota and South Dakota are 
favorable. 
Some rye and barley 
have been cut and the harvesting 


of coarse grains will be quite gen­ 
eral within a week. 
“ In 
Central 
and N ortheastern 
North Dakota conditions are quite 
unfavorable- 
Crops 
were badly 
hurt by the early drought and hot 
weather. 
W heat has headed very 
short and thin. 
While it showed 
improvement 
afte r recent rains, 
the reports indicate th at in a p art 
of this territory, some of the grain 
is hardly worth cutting. 
“In the western sections of N orth 
D akota conditions are much better, 
and unless there are some setbacks 
good crops should be harvested. 
“There have been a number of 
very severe hail and windstorms in 
North 
Dakota 
th at have caused 
considerable 
dam age over 
fairly 
large areas. 
“ W ith 
the

of the 
North Central p art of the state,

CROPS FORGED 


^NORTHWEST 


Has Tendency to Reduce 


Yield, Says Van Dusen .,- 


The -weekly crop report of The 
Van Dusen Harrington Co., Min- 
neapolis, as of July 11, follows: 
"Extremely high itempferatures 


have prevailed-for several days ov- 


: disease, Which has recently 


appeared in the fields in the Red 
Bj$er valley section, 'is not caused 
by": heavy rainy and sultry weather, 
insects or phases of the moon," is 
thV statement from the college.

‘Bean Ball” Is Being* Revived by Many Major 
League Pitchers This Year

ball" habit, once so prevalent among 
iiinjor league pitelicrs, undergoing a 
revival ? 


\ \ I II n Ray Cliapman was killed by 
a pitclied ball delivered 
by fCiirl 
Mays, tlio “bean ball’’ was almost 
universiilly 
discarded. 
Wliilc 
the 
Irilling of Cliapman was purely ac­ 
cidental, still at the lime a number 
of pitelicis in both major leagues 
resorted to its use to intimidate op­ 
posing lialters. 
In the language of haseliall, the 
“bean hall’ is a ball, so pitched witli 
great speed that it will come as 
elosA as possible to tiV batsman's 
hea,l without hitting him. 
Tlie pur­ 
pose of such a delivery is to throw 
fear into the liatter, ilrive him away 
from the plate and increase tlie ef­ 
fectiveness of the curve hall, be­ 
cause of the far away stance usually 
taken liy tlie batsman after a nar 
row escape from a “beaner.” 


While sueli a 
delivery 
has 
no 
place in baseball, it probably will 
always continue to be a part of the 
game. 
There arc pitchers of certain 
teiiiperamcnt who think nothing ot 
ils use, regardless of the danger in­ 
volved eveiy time such a ball is 
pitched.

In one of the big leagues it is 
snid that the entire staff of a certain 
team is instructed to resort to the 
lieaner as a method of intimidation. 
It is said that with two strikes and 
no linjls on the batter, pitchers are 
lialile to a fine unless the next pitch 
is in tile region of the head.
